Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: As to 1 12, Applicant states that in claim 3 
intermediate pressure variable is generated from a position variable by a pressure profile clearly refers to the function of unit FB2 
generating pressure value pmas(x). However, the examiner contends that this intermediate value is not corrected by the pressure 
variable. Applicant's arguments are inconsistant such as on page 10, lines 17 and 18 "to generate the intermediate setpoint fed to the 
positve input of adder AS" and page 11, lines 13 and 14 'The generation of the intermediate setpoint is performed by functional unit FB2". 
FB2 signal is fed to FB4, not AS. The examiner is unclear as to what is claimed as the intermediate setpoint. 
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
